EMANUEL REITERATES CITY’S SUPPORT FOR IMMIGRANTS’ RIGHTS AMID POSTELECTION FEARS

Mayor Emanuel on Monday continued his postelection push to publicly oppose 
President-elect Donald Trump’s immigration policies, promising “Chicago always 
will be a sanctuary city” 


“To all those who are, after Tuesday’s elec- 
tion, very nervous and filled with anxiety as 
we’ve spoken to, you are safe in Chicago, you 
are secure in Chicago and you are supported 
in Chicago,” Emanuel said while appearing 
with immigrants’ rights advocates at a news 
conference to discuss expanding mental 
health services for those fearful Trump will 
deport them or their families. 

“Now, administrations may change, but our 
values and principles as it relates to inclusion 
does not,” Emanuel continued. “People from 
all faiths, all backgrounds and all parts of the 
world have beaten their path to the city of 
Chicago because Chicago offers them and, 
more importantly, as the son and the grandson 
of an immigrant, their children and grandchil- 
dren a chance at the American Dream.” 

The mayor’s comments came after Trump 
told “6o Minutes” in an interview that aired 
Sunday that he will seek to deport as many as 
3 million immigrants with criminal records 


who are in the U.S. illegally 

“What we are going to do is get the people 
that are criminal and have criminal records, 
gang members, drug dealers, where a lot of 
these people, probably 2 million, it could even 
be 3 million, we are getting them out of our 
country or we’re going to incarcerate,” Trump 
said in the interview “But we’re getting them 
out of our country They’re here illegally” 
Emanuel has not promised to protect immi- 
grants with criminal records who are living in 
the U.S. without legal permission. But he talk- 
ed in recent days about the city’s efforts more 
generally to stand up for immigrants’ rights. 

The morning after Trump’s victory Emanu- 
el took the rare step of giving a speech at the 
start of the City Council meeting. The mayor 
argued that the multicultural slate of politi- 
cians who won in Illinois on Tuesday shows 
the strength of the immigrant ideals that he 
said give the area its vitality 

Speaking to reporters after the meeting. 


Emanuel said he understands howTrump’s win 
has heightened the anxiety of immigrants who 
are living in the country without permission 
and pledged to fight forcefully for immigrants’ 
rights in light of the anti-immigrant rhetoric 
Trump used throughout his campaign. 

The mayor noted Chicago’s status as a 
sanctuary city and said he will defend it. 

“Do not lose hope, because America em- 
braces you,” he said Wednesday, a remark 
aimed at immigrant families who have been 
waiting for an immigration reform deal that 
could protect them from deportation. 

On Sunday Emanuel issued a statement 
urging immigrants with concerns about their 
rights to caU the city’s 311 center to get informa- 
tion about legal resources and other programs. 

Chicago’s status as a sanctuary city stretch- 
es back to 1985, when Mayor Harold Washing- 
ton issued an executive order prohibiting city 
agencies from inquiring about immigration 
status when providing services. That included 
police not asking crime victims or witnesses 
about their immigration status. 

Emanuel went a step further in 2012, spon- 
soring an ordinance the City Council ap- 
proved that said Chicago police could turn 
over to federal immigration agents informa- 


tion on immigrants in the country without 
permission only if they are wanted on a crimi- 
nal warrant or have been convicted of a seri- 
ous crime. And the City Council approved 
an Emanuel-endorsed ordinance this year to 
provide municipal ID cards to immigrants 
who are in the country without permission. 

The Chicago law prohibits police from pro- 
viding U.S. Customs and Immigration Enforce- 
ment officials access to people who are in the 
Police Department’s custody unless officers 
are “acting pursuant to a legitimate law en- 
forcement purpose that is unrelated to the en- 
forcement of a civil immigration law” In prac- 
tice, that means police aren’t supposed to turn 
over immigrants living in the U.S. without per- 
mission unless they are wanted on a criminal 
warrant or have serious criminal convictions. 

Chicago’s law also prohibits officers from 
allowing ICE agents to use their facilities for 
interviews or investigation. And it bars on- 
duty officers from responding to ICE inqui- 
ries or talking to ICE officials about a person’s 
custody status or release date. 

City workers of any kind also are barred 
from disclosing the citizenship or immigra- 
tion status of people “except as otherwise 
provided under applicable federal law”

The CTA is well prepared 
for a long, harsh winter 


Brace yourself, Chica- 
go. Winter is coming. 
And whether we like 
it or not, it likely will 
be here soon. Months 
on months on months 
of nothing but frigid 
wind chills, snow- 
slushed sidewalks and 
subzero temperatures. 

Why? Mother 
Nature hates us with 
a burning passion 
(obviously). Luckily 
the CTA is already preparing its rail and bus 
fleets for whatever the season will bring. 

As of now, you can enjoy the warmth of 
an overhead heat lamp (and huddle with 
complete strangers) at all CTA outdoor 
stations. The lamps are inspected, tested 
and activated before Nov i each year, CTA 
spokesman Jeff Tolman said. So while you 
might not need to stand under one yet due to 
the unseasonably warm weather we’ve been 
having, it’s nice to know the head-scalding 
heat is only a button push away 

While there is no exact day that the CTA 
begins its prep, Tolman said that the agency 
has a comprehensive plan that goes into 
effect well before the winter and that crews 
have been working for some time getting 
everything ready 

“We have a strong track record of main- 
taining service throughout extreme weather 
{such as the 2014 polar vortex},” Tolman 
wrote in an email. “CTA staff is trained 
extensively on handling winter weather, and 
we have equipment across our bus and rail 
system to help combat it.” 

The CTA’s railcars, buses, stations and 
services undergo a number of adjustments to 
handle cold temps, snow and whatever else a 
Chicago winter can muster. That includes: 

Rail 

»To ensure that trains make proper contact 
with the electrifled third rail (because that’s 
what keeps them moving), all railcars have 


a “sleet scraper” that is lowered to clear the 
third rail of ice and snow 
» Snowplow blades are attached to the front 
of all railcars to plow snow and ice from the 
track as they move from station to station. 

» In the event of an insane snowstorm, the 
CTA has special diesel-powered snow 
flghter locomotives that don’t rely on elec- 
tric power from the tracks to work. 

» Track switch heaters can be turned on to 
melt ice and snow that can build up and 
interfere with the track switcher when 
temperatures drop below freezing. 

» Some cars have equipment attached that 
can disperse de-icing fluid onto the third rail 
to prevent ice buildup. 

Bus 

» The CTA’s buses undergo a thorough 
inspection to prep for the winter months, 
which includes checking the vehicles’ 
heaters, batteries, engine thermostats and 
more. 

» When it comes to winter road conditions, 
the CTA works with local authorities such 
as the Chicago Department ofTransporta- 
tion and implements reroutes if necessary 
» All buses are equipped with engine pre- 
heaters that allow the motors to be started 
more easily which speeds up the warming 
of interiors and reduces emissions. 

Stations 

» Salt and sand are delivered to all CTA bus 
and rail stations. 

» Overhead heat lamps are activated no later 
than Nov i at all of the CTA’s 120 -plus 
outdoor stations. 

So for commuters hoping to use the transit 
system as an excuse to call off of work on a 
cold winter morning (when you just want to 
lie in bed and binge on Netflix, let’s be real), 
the CTA doesn’t appear to take snow days, 
and you’re SOL.

Teller can speak to that pain tolerance a 
Little bit because he did all of his own boxing 
in the film, taking blow after blow from op- 
ponents who were played by real boxers. He 
said the sport is hard. The glory is in the fight, 
but the sport itself is what goes into it: the 
constant training, the weight monitoring, the 
i-acrifice. The fight is a sprint compared with 
I he marathon of training. 

A career in Hollywood is a different sort of 
fight, but one that also requires endurance. 
Of all the things he could focus on. Teller sees 
cultivating a diverse resume as the most im- 
portant task. 

“Actors, if they’re lucky, they get to carve 
out their own career that’s specifically unique 
for them,” Teller said. “They’re figuring it out 
as they go, man. One minute you’re the hot- 
test thing and you’re on top of the world, and 
che next you’ve got to reinvent. When you 
look at these actors that are able to do it for 
20 y 30, 40 years, now that I’ve only been doing 
Et for seven years, I just have such respect for 
That. ... It’s hard to do.” 

His body of work is true to his words. In 
seven years. Teller has been in action flicks 
and prestige pictures, indies and franchises, 
bro movies and romantic comedies. He’s do- 
ing his best not to get pigeonholed, despite a 
itretch playing mostly lovable jerks and an Es- 
quire profile that pegged him “a dick.” “Bleed 
for This” is part of that effort. 

“"You’re not going to be at the top of every- 
one’s list for every movie. Even if you think 
you can do something, a lot of people still 
have to sign off on you,” Teller said. “For this 
movie, that was [director] Ben [Younger]. Ben 
saw me in ‘Spectacular Now’ and knew I could 
play this part. And I don’t know many people 
who would be able to watch ‘Spectacular Now’ 
and have the foresight to see that kid as Vinny 
Paz. I can think I can do it all day, but unless a 
director is telHng the financier that I’m their 
guy, it’s not going to matter.” 

It’s hard to find a thread between “The 
Spectacular Now” and “Bleed for This” 
besides Teller himself, but perhaps what 
Younger saw was the fight. The fight it takes 
to come back from a car crash, the fight it 
takes to book roles as a kid with scars on his 
face, the fight it takes to rise above the fray 
of young Hollywood and make some noise. 
As Teller said, “Bleed for This” is about more 
than boxing.

BLEED FOR 
THIS 












Nothing new or interesting 


There are a lot of 
boxing movies. Hell, 
there are a lot of box- 
ing movies just about 
“Rocky” Making a 
fresh boxing movie 
is no easy feat, and 
though “Bleed for 
This” has some in- 
teresting material in 
“the best comeback 
in sports history” it’s 
not up to the task. 

What happens? 

Vinny Pazienza (Miles Teller) is a lightweight 
champion boxer who approaches his sport 
“like an animal.” After struggling to make 
weight, he teams up with a new coach, Kevin 
Rooney (Aaron Eckhart), who advises him 
to jump two classes. But before Vinny can 
step into the ring again, he’s in a brutal car 
accident that leaves him with a broken neck. 
Doctors say that he may never walk again and 
that he can certainly never box again. Against 
their orders, Vinny trains while in a halo to 
help his spine heal. While everyone tells him 
he’s crazy, Vinny struggles to understand his 
identity without boxing. 

What’S good? 

Director Ben Younger is good at holding 
suspense and playing with expectations. The 
visuals of Vinny’s fights and the horrifying 
head-on car crash are suitably strong. Vinny’s 
family members serve as background players. 


and his mother’s obsession with religious 
ritual bridges boxing and surgeries. Eckhart’s 
performance buoys the whole film, giving the 
audience something to grab onto. 

What’S bad? 

Eor the greatest comeback in sports history 
“Bleed for This” gets a little boring in the 
middle. Vinny suffers through boredom 
during his recovery and we suffer along 
with him. “This is what I do,” he complains 
to Kevin. “I don’t know how not to do it.” 
Which is all well and good, but won’t Vinny 
eventually have to live a life without boxing? 
The movie is uninterested in exploring that 
reality 

But the biggest problem with “Bleed for 
This” is howunlikable, inconsistent and unre- 
latable Vinny is. He’s so dedicated to boxing 
that he doesn’t drink or do drugs —he won’t 
even let the nurse give him anesthetic when 
he gets screws taken out of his head— but he 
doesn’t mind staying out late the night before 
a match. The film gives us no idea who Vinny 
is besides a psycho obsessed with boxing, and 
even that is hard to understand without any 
sort of background. And Teller, despite his 
commitment, is just too slight to play Vinny 
convincingly especially when we see him side 
by side with real boxers. 

Final verdict 

Hits all the marks you expect, but with few 
surprises and a protagonist that doesn’t 
inspire empathy “Bleed for This” doesn’t go 
very far.
